Admiral Togo Annihilates Rojest- 
vensky’s Squadron. 


19 SHIPS SUNK OR CAPTURED 


Tokio, May 30.—The number of Rus­ 
sian vessels of all descriptions sunk 
and captured by Admiral Togo’s fleet 
now stands at 19, It is possible that 
three additional warships were sunk 
in the fight Saturday and others later. 
The navy department refrains, how­ 
ever, from crediting reports of this 
nature until it is assured of their cor­ 
rectness. It is believed that Ural la 
the name of the captured transport, 
which has been omitted in the list 
previously cabled. 
The personal fate of Vice-Admiral 
Rojestvensky is not known, ^ le re Is 
some belief that he possibly perished. 
Admiral Togo, with practically all 
the powerful fighting ships of the Jap­ 
anese navy, v/as at Masampho, Korea, 
when wireless signals from his scouts 
between Tsu and Quelpart Islands aa- 
nounced the approach of the Russian 
fleet in full force. 
A few hours lator the scouts report­ 
ed that the Russians wore not ascend­ 
ing the western channel, as had been 
anticipated, but that they were com­ 
ing up the eastern 
channel, 
which 
caused some surprise. 
Admiral Togo immediately started 
at full speed around the north of Tsu 
Island, and when he doubled the Island 
h e . saw the Russians coming in two 
columns. He then brought a terrific 
fire to bear on the flank of the port 
column, and as the Russians fell into 
disorder he farced them steadily east­ 
ward 
towards tho Japanese 
coast, 
whore they were attacked by every 
vessel that flew the Japanese flag.

Hvored, some of them with the great­ 
est success.

Togo's Official Report. 
Washington, May 80.—The follow­ 
ing ofidcial report from Toklo was re­ 
ceived at the Japanesro legation: 
*‘Tokio, May 29.—Reports received 
from Admiral Togo at the Japanes® 
beadquarters. 
“First report received morning of 
May 27. Immediately upon the receipt 
of report that Russian aquaxiron was 
in sight, our combined squadron start­ 
ed for attack. Weather is fine today, 
but with heavy seas. 
“Second report received night of 
May 27. Combined squadron attacked 
Russian squadron today near Oklno-

DEFEAT STAGGERS RUSSIA 


It Is Believed Government Cannot Re­ 
sist Cry For Peace. 
St. iPetersburg, May 30.—After wait­ 
ing viilnly all day and evening for di­ 
rect news from the scattered remnants 
of Vice Admiral Rojestvensky’s de­ 
stroyed and beaten fleet, the Russian 
admiralty at midnight no longer at­ 
tempted to hold out against the over­ 
whelming evidence pouring In from all 
directions that the fleet on which all 
their hopes were centered had suffered 
a greater disaster than did the com­ 
bined French and Spanish fleets at 
Trafalgar. 
More bittoi^ even than defeat is tho 
Japanese claim of tho virtual annihila­ 
tion of the Russian fleet with ‘practi­ 
cally no loss on tholr side, and many 
ofllcers cling doggedly to the belief 
that Vice Admiral Togo must have suf­ 
fered heavily. 
W ith evei*y ship of Rear Admiral 
Nebogatoff's reinforcing division either 
sent to the bottom or forced to strike 
its flag, and only six of .Rojestvensky*3 
original 16 fighting ships absent from 
the list of vessels sunk or captured, 
and with the Japanese pursuit still 
continuing, nb naval authority has tho 
temerity to dream that Russia can 
again attempt to wrest the mastery of 
the sea from Japan in the present war. 
The captured warships alone will 
furnish Japan with ready-made rein­ 
forcements which will be moro than 
a match for the fourth Pacific squadron 
now about to sail from Cronstadt. 
The emperor was completely pros­ 
trated by the news, and according to 
reports he broke down attd w^pt. 
The effect of the disaster will be a 
terrible blow to the government. Tho 
futility of trying to stagger oh Is ev­ 
erywhere recognized, and the cry for 
‘‘peace at any price** is sure to be 
raised. 
This time it Is bellevpd the 
goveniment cannot* rpsist such a cry. 
Diplomatists entertain no doubt that 
the belligerent faction will contlnuo 10 
urge that the war be fought to the bit­ 
ter end, but the friends of Russia 
abroad, and especially France, are now 
hrmglng overwhelming arguments»to 
bear in favor of peace. 
The Associated Press has excellent 
reason to believe that the Russian gov- 
ornment in this crisis will turn to M. 
Delcasse, the French foreign minister, 
in whoso ability and in whose loyalty 
aa Russia's friend the emperor and his 
ministers 
have 
implicit 
confidence. 
Some time ago it appeared likely that 
President Roosevelt would play a big 
role in the peace negotiations, but now 
his share Is apt to bo determined by 
M* Delcasse's decision. 
The latter may, of course, consider it 
wise to place the negotiations in Presi­ 
dent Roosevelt's hands.

A Couutjr of C»ncer. 
It is estimated that before long, if 
the present rate of increase continues, 
there Aviil be one case of cancer in 
every third Somei’set household. The 
last aA'ailable returns show that among 
the half million inhabitants of Somer­ 
set there Avere 458 cancer deaths in one 
year, being about seven per cent, of the 
deaths from all causes. 
In tA\’enty years the rate has risen 
from twenty to thirty-four deaths in 
the Taunton Union, from nine to sev­ 
enteen in the Langport Union, fourteen 
to eighteen at Chard, fourteen to twen- 
ty-nlne at Yeovil, six to ten at Wlncan- 
ton, and eight to twenty-one at Frome. 
Dr. H. Page, medical officer of health 
for the borough of Yeovil, interviewed, 
said that he belieA'ed that the increase 
AA'as real, and not due merely to more 
accurate diagnosis. No. special reason 
could be assigned for the remarkable 
increase.—London Mall.

Deer Become Pest to Fanners* 
Gettysburg, May 28.—For the first time 
in perhaps half a century deer are so nu- 
merous in the South Mountain of Adams, 
Franklin and Cumberland counties that 
by destroying growing crops they have 
become a veritable pest to iarmers on the 
slope of this range of the Blue Mountains. 


This is the mating season, when deer 
venture away from their wooded retreat. 
In herds they have for two weeks appear- 
ed after nightfall on farms along the moun- 
tains. So bold has one herd of at least 
thirty become that in one night they de- 
stroyed twenty-five acres of wheat on the 
estate of Jacob Edwards, near the Nar- 
rows, north of Arendteville, Adams coun- 
ty, Tlais wheat field is within a stone's 
throw of the buildings on the Edwards 
farm. 


At the farm of Albertus Cole, near 
Trust Post Office, Adams county, fourteen 
deer leisurely strolled down the Shippens- 
burg Road in broad daylight. 


Other farmers in clearings higher up 
the mountains have been obliged to rig 
up scarecrows and at regular intervals fire 
guns to keep deer away from their prem- 
ises. 


James Shepherd, of Cashtown, hit up- 
on the novel idea of keeping his collie 
dogs leashed in his fields at night in order 
that their barking might frighten deer 
away. 


Other farmers have made clearings up- 
on which to build brush fires at night. 


Two miles northwest of Brysonia a ru- 
ral mail carrier discovered the caroa«ties 
of three deer in a mountain pass on his 
route. Farmers in that vicinity declared 
the deer were captured in some manner 
and killed by tramps who infest the moun- 
tains in that neighborhood. The district 
game wardin is investigating the matter.

Deer Become Pest to Fanners* 
Gettysburg, May 28,—For the first time 
in perhaps half a century deer are so nu­ 
merous in the South Mountain of Adams, 
Franklin and Cumberland counties that 
by destroying growing crops they have 
become a veritable pest to farmers on the 
slope of this range of the Blue Mountains. 
This is the mating season, when deer 
venture away from their wooded retreat. 
In herds they have for two weeks appear­ 
ed after nightfall on farms along the moun­ 
tains. So bold has one herd of at least 
thirty become that in one night they de­ 
stroyed twenty-five acres of wheat on the 
estate of Jacob Edwards, near the Nar­ 
rows, north of Arendtaville, Adams coun­ 
ty. This wheat field is within a stone's 
throw of the buildings on the Edwards 
farm. 
At the farm of Albertus Cole, near 
Trust Post Office, Adams county, fourteen 
deer leisurely strolled down the Shippens- 
burg Road in broad daylight. 
Other farmers in clearings higher up 
the mountains have been obliged to rig 
up scarecrows and at regular intervals fire 
guns to keep deer away from their prem­ 
ises. 
James Shepherd, of Cashtown, hit up­ 
on the novel idea of keeping his collie 
dogs leashed in his fields at night in order 
that their barking might frighten deer 
away. 
Other farmers have made clearings up­ 
on which to build brush fires at night. 
Two miles northwest of Brysonia a ru­ 
ral mail carrier discovered the carctisijes 
of three deer in a mountain pass on his 
route. Farmers in that vicinity declared 
the deer were captured in some manner 
and killed by tramps who infest the moun­ 
tains in that neighborhood. The district 
game wardin is investigating the matter.

Primitive chemistry was satisfied to 
give hydrogen the atomic weight of 
one and oxygen sixteen. 
This is not 
sufficiently exact for modern require- 
ments, for if hydrogen be fixed at one 
oxygen will really be only 15.SS, and il 
oxygen be rated at sixteen, then hy- 
drogen will rise to 1.005. 
This small 
difference has become important. After 
its years of deliberation, tho Interna- 
tional Coramitteo on Atomic Weights 
still finds chemists about equally di- 
vided between the two standards, and 
so, Instead of selecting one, they have 
published two lists of carefully revised 
atomic weights of all elements now 
known, one list placing oxygen at six- 
teen, and the other based upon hydro- 
gen at one.

In tho treatment or fractures, galva­ 
nism, faradism and static electricity 
have all been used, both in rabbits and 
in man, by Francesco Blasi. 
In all 
cases the limb was made immovable. 
In rabbits the galvanic current reduced 
dropsical swelling very rapidly, there 
were no signs of suffering, and the ani­ 
mals walked and ran at once on re­ 
moval of tho apparatus. 
One of the 
four human patients, with a fracture 
that had shown no tendency to unitef 
after four weeks, was cured in three 
weeks, while the other cases did welV 
The conclusions were reached that gal­ 
vanism is beneficial in all fractures. It 
favors the formation of callus, it re­ 
duces to a minimum the time of dis­ 
ablement, and only a temporary splint 
and bandage are needed to keep the 
limb in place. 
* 


An important advance In deep-sea 
surveying, saving much of the labor of 
present methods, is claimed for the 
acoustic sounding of H, Berggraff, a 
Norwegian engineer. 
The depth Is 
estimated from the time taken by 
sound'to travel to the bottom and back, 
the echo from two thousand feet being 
received in one second, and the appara­ 
tus consists of a transmitter, an acous­ 
tic receiver and a chronometer. 
The 
transmitter is a slowly revolving disc, 
which at each i*evolution closes an 
electric circuit and energizes a magnet 
operating a vibrating armature. 
At 
each contact a sound is sent to the bot­ 
tom of the sea, and the vibrations are 
tuned to the only pitch to which the 
specially constructed receiving micro­ 
phone will respond. In accurate work, 
the time of contact and that of the re­ 
turn of the sonud are registered with 
great precision ou the revolving di'um 
of a chronograph. 


Pioneers in science often fix more 
than one set of standards to the in­ 
finite embarrassment of their success­ 
ors. Just now chemists are seeking to 
decide upon the important matter of a 
unit of atomic weights, and after much 
controversy, have agreed to disagree. 
Primitive chemistry was satisfied to 
give hydrogen the atomic weight of 
one and oxygen sixteen. This is not 
sufBciently exact for modern require­ 
ments, for if hydrogen be fixed at one 
oxygen will really be only 15.S8, and 11 
oxygen be rated at sixteen, then hy­ 
drogen will rise to 1.005. 
This small 
difference has become important. After 
its years of deliberation, tho Interna­ 
tional Conmltteo on Atomic Weights 
still finds chemists about equally di­ 
vided between the two standards, and 
so, instead of selecting one, they have 
published two lists of carefully revised 
atomic weights of all elements now 
known, one list placing oxygen at six­ 
teen, and tho other based upon hydro­ 
gen at one. 
It is Interesting to note 
that whilo the report was being printed 
the German Chemical Society decided 
emphatically In favor of oxygen at six­ 
teen. 


Dr. Henncr, a German chemist, has 
been 
experimenting with 
cocoanut 
oil, and finds that it makes a very sat­ 
isfactory article of butter. It contains 
seven per cent, cf soluble acids, name­ 
ly, butyric acid and caprlc or decyclic 
acid, which gives the butter a pleasant 
aroma and savor, making it taste some­ 
thing liko hazelnut. 
This butter will 
keep fifteen or twenty days before 
chowlng any acid reaction, sustains 
many of the tests of true butter, for 
which it Is a better substitute than 
oleomargarine, and can be produce! 
much more cheaply. 
Posterity will 
face a scarcity of milk and the butter 
made therefrom, so rapid is the In­ 
crease cf population and so restricted 
iu comparison the available area for 
pasturage, and perhaps the cocoa tree 
may come in as the most useful auxil 
iary of the cow anywhere to be found. 
Much may be hoped from Dr. Henner’s 
experiments, as leading the way to 
others, and possibly to final success, 
thus utilizing a substance whicli can 
bo produced practically without limit, 
and which is of iiuown wholesouie- 
Bess and purity.

THE HORNED OWL'S NEST, 


Work had been going on all day in 
the sugar bush; the sap had been gath- 
ered and drawTi to the boiling place, 
until there remained but a few scat- 
tering 
trees to be visited 
near the

to himself, when a rabbit with easy, 
graceful bounds, crossed the road but 
a few paces ahead of him and stopped 
t)y the side of a birch bush to nibble 
the tender buds.

age w'ere not permitted to come hither. 
In that charming novel, the ‘Fixed 
Period,’ Anthony Trollope discusses the 
practical advantages in modern life of 
a return to this ancient usage, and the 
plot hinges on the admirable scheme of 
a college Into which at sixty men re­ 
tired for a year of contemplation be­ 
fore a peaceful departure by chloro­ 
form. That incalculable benefits might 
follow such a scheme is apparent to 
any one who, like myself, is nearing 
the limit, and who has made a careful 
study of the calamities which may be­ 
fall men during the seventh aud eighth 
decades! 
“Still more when he contemplates the 
many evils which they perpetuate un­ 
consciously aud with impunity! As it 
can be maintained that all the great 
advances have come from men under 
forty, so the history of the world shows 
that a vex’y large proportion of the evils 
may be traced to the sexagenarians— 
nearly all the great mistakes politically 
and socially, all of the woi’st poems, 
most of the bad pictures, a majoi'ity 
of the bad novels, and not a few of the 
bad sermons and speeches. 
It is not 
|to be denied that occasionally there Is 
II sexagenarian whose mind, as Cicero 
Temarks, stands out of reach of the 
Jbody’s decay. Such a one has learned 
the secret of Hermippus, that ancient 
Roman, who, feeling that the silver 
cord was looosening, cut himself clear 


from all companions of his own age, 
and betook himself to tho company of 
young men, and so live<l to the age of 
lii2 puerorum halitu refooillatus et 
e«lucatus. 
And there Is trutli iu the 
story, since it is only those who live 
with the young who maintain a fresh 
outlook on the new problems of tho 
world. 
“The teacher's life should havo three 
periods—study \intll twenty-five, inves­ 
tigation until forty, profession until 
sixty, at which age I would have him 
retired on a double allowance. W’hcthcr 
Anthony Trollope’s suggestion of a col­ 
lege and chloroform «iiould be carried 
out or not, I have become a little 
dubious, as my o \at i time is getting so 
short.”

The Supply of Irory. 
During a recent visit to the London 
docks Her Majesty the Queen was in­ 
formed that the stock of ivorj' then 
sho\\Ti represented, on an average, tho 
annual slaughter of some 20,000 Afri­ 
can elephants. 
This statement has 
been contradicted in two letters in the 
daily papers. In one of those Messrs. 
Hale, of No. 10 Fenchurch avenue, 
state that at least eighty-five per cent, 
of the supply is “dead ivory," mainly 
obtained from hoarded stores of Afri­ 
can chiefs, who are shrew'd enougli to 
put their commodities on the market 
only in driblets. The most Interesting 
part of the letter is, however, the 
statement that the great bulk of this 
hoarded ivory is obtained from “ele­ 
phant cemeteries” — spots met with 
here and there in the jungle where ele­ 
phants have resorted for centuries to 
die. Much of the ivory that comes to 
the market may, therefore, according 
to this letter, be several hundreil years 
old. 
The marvel is why It Is not de­ 
voured in the jungles by porcupines, as 
certainly happens with tusks of the In­ 
dian elephant which are left In the jun­ 
gle.—Knowledge and Scientific News,
